(August 19, 1937—June 9, 2016) Jack resided 
in Locust Grove, VA.

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Turning Points: Beginnings and Endings in the Ancient World

Introduction - Ancient coin collectors are by nature interested in history 
and the stories related to the items in their collections. Coins associated 
with historic events or with famous (and sometimes infamous) people are 
highly sought. We will focus on turning points, featuring coins issued in 
conjunction with people or events that helped change the course of 
history. 

The Invention of Coinage in the West - The invention of coinage itself 
represented a significant step in the evolution of money. Gold and silver 
have been held as valuable almost from the beginning of recorded human 
history. Whether in lumps, bars, or jewelry, precious metals were a 
medium of exchange and a store of value—questions of purity and weight 
were an inconvenience. The development of standard weights and purity 
greatly enhanced commerce. The first coins in the Western world were 
created in the mid/late seventh century BCE in Lydia or Ionia, on the 
western coast of modern Turkey. They were made of electrum, a naturally 
occurring mixture of gold and silver. Initially a featureless glob, but of 
uniform size, the coins needed something to make them official. An initial 
step involved striation, soon followed by an emblem. In all cases the 
reverse of the coin was a punch mark or incuse created by the minting 
process. 
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The World's First Silver Coins - In the mid sixth century BCE, an important 
change in coinage greatly enhanced its usefulness in commerce. Electrum 
coins, with varying gold and silver content, were awkward to exchange for 
the respective pure metals. King Croesus initiated bimetallism by creating 
coins of pure silver and gold with a fixed exchange rate where gold was 13 
times more valuable than silver. A recent gold/silver ratio was over 
65—perhaps indicating that over the long run, gold is the better store of 
value.

Athens, the World's First Great Democracy - The middle of the sixth 
century BCE saw the rise of Athens as one of the most powerful entities in 
the Western world. Its wealth was driven by prolific silver mines, which 
supported a great naval fleet, cultural advances, and the development of 
one of the world's earliest democracies. The coinage evolved into the 
Athenian "Owl", which circulated throughout the ancient Western world. 
Costly wars and the depletion of its key silver mine coincided with the peak 
of Athens' power as the fifth century BCE came to a close.

Alexander the Great Changes the World - Few people have had a greater 
impact on world history than the Macedonian king Alexander the Great. 
While his reign was relatively short (336-323 BCE), ended by his death at 
only 33, his military successes were unparalleled. Conquered lands spanned 
from Greece to Egypt, including the former Persian Empire. Hellenization, 
the adoption of Greek customs and languages, continued throughout the 
Mediterranean world for hundreds of years after Alexander's death. 
Alexander developed an extensive system of mints throughout his empire, 
often melting down and re-minting the coinage of vanquished foes. The 
gold stater depicting Athena and Nike and the silver tetradrachm with 
Hercules and Zeus continued to serve as the world's currency long after his 
death.

Crossing the Rubicon— The End of the Roman Republic - The Roman 
Republic was ruled by the Senate, with individuals given broad powers for 
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limited terms or during war time. The system was stressed as the power of 
military leaders grew coincident with larger standing armies. Two members 
of the First Triumvirate, Pompey the Great and Julius Caesar, became rivals 
for the sole leadership of Rome. Julius Caesar, having completed a highly 
successful, multi-year campaign in Gaul, stood at the banks of a small river 
in Northern Italy. Crossing the river with his army was forbidden and would 
no doubt lead to civil war. After a brief pause, he crossed the Rubicon en 
route to Rome—reportedly uttering "the die is cast." Caesar's first coin, 
the elephant denarius, was produced by a mobile military mint used to pay 
his legions. Perhaps this coin was carried by one of his soldiers as they 
followed him to Rome.

The Coin that Killed Caesar? - Julius Caesar was busy in the years that 
followed his crossing the Rubicon in 49 BCE. Pompey and his supporters 
were defeated; Caesar was popular with the masses and in control of the 
Senate. He was named as dictator several times and ultimately declared 
"Dictator in Perpetuity" in early 44 BCE. At the same time, the Senate 
authorized the minting of coins with Caesar's portrait on the obverse—an 
important and glaring deviation from the Roman tradition of depicting gods 
or long-deceased heroes. In February/March of 44 BCE, a series of coins 
bearing Caesar's portrait and the message "DICT PERPETVO" were 
produced. No doubt some viewed the event as implying monarch status for 
Caesar, which was anathema to the principles of the Republic. Within 
weeks of minting these coins, Caesar was assassinated—and it is possible 
the coinage pushed his opponents over the edge.

Cleopatra—The Last Egyptian Queen - Cleopatra is perhaps one of the 
most well-known women of ancient times. While her son ruled briefly, she 
was essentially the last of a bloodline of Macedonian rulers (the Ptolemys) 
that descended from Alexander the Great's generals. Rightly remembered 
for her seductive talents (all part of her efforts to avoid or control Roman 
domination), Cleopatra was skilled in many ways. An example of her 
abilities includes her reported fluency in as many as nine languages. Her 
silver denarius features a portrait of Cleopatra and Mark Antony and was 
minted in Alexandria. Their combined forces were defeated by Octavian in 
the battle of Actium in 31 BCE. After the loss, both committed suicide, 
paving the way for Octavian (Augustus) to become the undisputed emperor 
of the Roman Empire. The Imperial period begins...

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The First Jewish Revolt—Last Days of the Temple - In 66 CE, the Jewish 
revolt began after over a century of Roman control that was typified by 
high taxes, inept and cruel leaders, and severe economic hardship. Early 
successes against Rome were impressive, and silver shekels were minted as 
a sign of independence and for payment of the Temple tax. The coins were 
dated on the obverse (year 5—"Shekel of Israel") while the reverse was 
inscribed "Jerusalem the Holy." By the fourth year, Romans had 
surrounded Jerusalem, and they destroyed the Temple early in the fifth 
year (70 CE). The year 5 shekel was minted in the final months of the siege 
despite a clearly hopeless situation. Only a handful of this historic coin 
survived.

The Jewish War influenced history in numerous ways. Jewish losses were 
heavy, with reports of over one million killed. The destruction of the 
Temple led to a reinvention of Judaism, as there was no place for priests or 
sacrifices. The Roman victory legitimized the Emperor Vespasian's rise to 
power after a civil war that saw four emperors in a year's time. The Judea 
Capta coins were minted in large quantities to bolster the image of and 
lend credibility to Vespasian and his sons Titus and Domitian. The war also 
accelerated the separation of Judaism and Christianity.

Romans Legalize Christianity - Rome was generally unfriendly to Christians 
as they were viewed as disloyal to its pagan gods and to the emperors who 
wanted to be viewed as gods themselves. Persecution of Christians varied 
by place and time but was severe as late as Diocletian (285-304 CE). 
Constantine I (307-337 CE) is viewed as the first Christian emperor, 
although he worshipped the Roman sun god Sol most of his life. 
Importantly, he did preside over the Edict of Milan in 313 CE when 
Christianity was legalized. This set the stage for the ultimate adoption of 
Christianity as the official religion of the Empire. Constantine's mother 
Helena was a devout Christian and traveled to the Holy Land, where she 
identified important Christian sites recognized to this day.

Establishing a focus is an important decision for any collector. Ancient coin 
collecting can be especially challenging in this regard given the multitude of 
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potential themes and the 1000+ year time frame involved. A "turning 
point" theme is one way to get started and it can provide the opportunity 
to explore a wide range of coin types, prices, and periods in history.
